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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Moran does not teach the 
matching and providing steps of independent claims 1 and 8; however the Examiner disagrees. According to steps 91 and 92 of Figure 9, 
paragraph 115, Moran teaches that in response to access an object, a user ID from authenticated credentials is matched against the 
object's ACL entries He further teaches that an ACL entry for an object includes a type and identifier. Therefore, the user ID from the 
authenticated credential may be considered a distinguished name associated with a user. The user ID is matched against an ACL entry for 
the object, which contains a type (i.e. user) and identifier of the type (i.e. ID of the user). Thus, it is clear that Moran teaches that a name 
associated with a user is matched with at least a portion of the name associated with the object. The objects, such as system files, have 
ACL entries associated with them, and the ACL entries include ID's of who has what permissions to access/modify the object (file). Thus, 
the ID (distinguished name) of an ACL entry is associated with the object (system file). 

Moran further teaches, in step 93 of Figure 9, paragraph 115, that a user is granted the specific access permissions to the object when a 
match is found. Thus, it is clear that Moran teaches the matching and providing steps of claims 1 and 8. 
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
